Single leaf. Since, however, it must 
also carry weight, the spring must 
be so constructed as to bear a heavy 
load, without entirely losing its 
flexibility. This is accomplished by 
adding leaves to the spring, the base 
leaf being known as the master. The 
master leaf has its ends turned to 
form the spring eye, which is simply 
@ hole by means of which the spring 
is attached to the frame, generally 
by a link, which is called a shackle. 
The spring leaves are fastened to- 
gether by a bolt, which passes 
through them at a central point. 
Part of the springs function, as 
we have noted, is to move up and 
n cushioning road shocks, and 
rily in doing this it bends. If 
the ends were fixed immovably the 
spring could not bend, because its 
only way of so doing is by stretching, 
that is to say pushing out its ends 
so in order to permit the Spring to 
flatten out, a shackle is used on each 
end. The shackle swings as the 
spring bends and i pulled back to 
its normal position when the spring 
returns to shape. 
The I. of spring ffexibility 
is of very great importance. While

will be produced. It will be strong 
enough to bear ite appointed bur- 
dens and yet will have the needed 
flexibility without undue rebound. 
THE TENDENCY. 

The tendency today is to make the 
springs flat, which discourages re- 
bound, without eliminating the 


necessary flexibility It is note- 
worthy that designers are getting 
excellent results from practically all 
the yarious types. Semi-elliptics, 
when they are bullt long of really 
good materials, are both strong and 
flexible. Three-quarter elliptics have 
more flexibility, but also more ten- 
dency to rebound, while the full el- 
liptic has the greatest factor of 
rebound of any of them. Cantllevers 
seem to be coming in for conaider- 
able attention and are variously 
u This type has the greatest 
strength and least rebound, but also 
lacks something of flexibility. A 
recent experiment with two semi- 
elliptics, back to back, has showed us 
a finely flexible suspension, strong 
and free from side sway. 

It will be obvious that springs, 
just as any moving part, will need 
attention if they are to be kept up 
to their work. The shackle 
on the ends of the springs are pro- 
vided with grease cups, which 
should be turned down every day. 
The shackles are in motion all the 
time and withont lubrication, wear 
will occur. When the spring ex- 
pands and contracts again, the 
leaves move over each other and 
there must be lubrication or the 
metal surfaces will generate friction 
and wear will result. Moreover, 
water is very likely to work its way 
between the leaves and produce rust. 
For both reasons, it is needful to 
keep the metal surface of the leaves 
covered with oll. There are devices 
on the market designed for just this 
purpose. One of them takes the form 
of a thin strip of perforated metal, 
in the holes of which a special ſu- 
bricant fs placed. The stripes are in- 
serted between the leaves and they 
ere kept lubricated all the time. 
There are also little tubricant 
cases, filled with felt soaked in oll.

If none of these 
methods is used, it is necessary to 
prv the spring leaves apart at inter- 
vale and grease them thoroughly 
Sprines are held to the axle by 
Clips, which must be tightened at

so of running; they may stretch 
and let the spring strike the axle 
s0 as to cause a fracture. In many 
cars the part where the spring reste 
oscillates and in this case it needs 
lubrication, which is provided for 
by a grease cup. must be.

SPEEDING, HEAT 
AND TIRE WEAR. 


One of the most expert tire men 
in the country recently called the at- 
tention of motor-car owners to the 
manner in which tire wear increases 
with speed. The faster a tire trav- 
els, the more heat it generates in- 
ternally. Normal speed does not in- 
crease internal heat to a danger- 
ous degree, but excess speed will 
not only raise the heat above the 
danger point, but may actually cause 
further vulcanization to take place. 
This heat not only dries out the 
friction gam between the plies of 
fabric, but the very fabric itself, 
lowering the elasticity of the tire, 
decreasing its resiliency and weaken- 
ing — tire so that it will blow out

POORLY INSERTED. 


Many cases of tire troubid are due 
simply to the fact that the tube has 
not been properly inserteds The 
first thing do when putting in a 
tude is to give the bridge nut at the 
base of the valve stem above the 
metal plate, a tightening twist with 
a pair of pliers. When the tube 
is inside the casing, jar the tire a 
few times to seat it firmly. After 
the tire is mounted and fully inflated, 
fasten securely the. rim nut, which 
works around the valve stem above 
the rim. Care in fitting the tube 
will save many a pinch and flat later 
on.
